New Ambitious Plans Pro- 
vide for Loans Instead 


of Grants 

WASHINGTON, April 26—Fed- 

eral relief and U.S, farm admin- 
istration officials have drafted a 
work relief plan to succeed civil 
works which aims to take 600,000 
rural families off charity rolls and 
and may involve placing city un- 
employed in factories that are 
idle, or operating on part time 
basis. 

Officials said yesterday the 
proposal affecting city workers, 
was tentative but that the pro- 
gram for self-support of the 
rural unemployed was virtually 
ready to be put into operation. 

Henceforth, the aid to the farm 

groups will be designed to put 
them in a position to raise enough 
food for their own use, at least, 
and the money advanced for that 
purpose will be loans, instead of 
grants. 

The formation of a corpora- 
tion to direct this work was re- 
cently made known at the relief 
administration and the idea has 
expanded until officials believe 
most of the rural families can 
be put in a position this year, or 
next, to take care of themselves. | 

Any surplus they produce may 

be used for the relief of the needy 
in the cities,

KEEPING MONEY SCARCE 
The federal tax on gold involves something 
more than a raid into the field of provincial 
taxation, and the appropriation of revenue that 


should go into the provincial treasuries if it 
should be collected at all 
Gold happens to be the metal on which 


money is based in Canada. If the Dominion can 
appropriate ten per cent of the output it can 
presumably appropriate all of it, on the same 
terms or whatever terms it may choose to lay 
down, leaving the provinces control 
over the gold that is taken out of mines located

on provincial property and supposedly under 
provincial control. 

If this tax is allowed to go without protest, 
or if it is successfully imposed in face of protest 
and despite action at law, the right of the Dom- 
inion to thus commandeer the entire gold output 
would be thereby established. It could in effect 
restrict output to any amount desired, or abso- 
lutely shut off the output, by the simple process 
of raising the tax and making mining unprofit- 
able. 


The amount of money circulating in Canada 
depends upon the amount of gold mined; so at 
least the federal authorities, the bankers and 
the classic economists have told us for the last 
four years. Restricting gold output is therefore 
a very effective way of restricting the supply 
of money, and forcing both governments and 
business to bovrow bank credit, on terms dic- 
tated by the lenders. 

The one way in which the public can create 
new money is by digging gold out of the ground. 
To the extent to which they are prevented 
doing that they would lose the only power they 
now have to increase the amount of money in 
circulation. 

When the money-restricting Government 
at Ottawa reaches into the field of provincial 
administration to take control of the production 
of gold, and applies a doubtfully constitutional 
tax which checks that production, there is room 
for a healthy suspicion that there is something 
more behind the move than a desire to get 
revenue,

Like “Japanese leather,” which 

isn’t made in Japan and isn’t leather, “French 

ivory” isn’t ivory and it isn’t made in France. 

Words, which are used by clever men to conceal 

their thoughts are used by industrialists to 

| conceal the genesis of their products. 


Is this an encouraging omen for the future? 
There are three standard works on Casein— 
Sutermeister’s, published in 1927, a work by 
Tague, published in 1926, and a previous work 
by Scherer, which ran into three editions. 

Though I sent my good coin to the publish- 
ers in United States, each one of these works, 
IT am informed, is now out of print and unob- 
tainable. The National Research Council at 
Ottawa has a copy of Sutermeister, which Dr. 
Lathe offered to loan me. In the meantime I 
found a copy in the University of Alberta 
library, which was very freely and courteously 
{ loaned to me. 
| Casein and its industrial applications can 
hardly be considered a “best seller” theme. Can 
| it be that there is a host of others like myself, 
| trying to make some money for themselves and 
the milk producers, out of this interesting 
plastic? 


Fortunately, I know a little by general-read- 
ing about “The House of Rothschild.” It’s the 
story of old Meyer Rothschild, who taught his 
| sons that they need not mind being men with- 
out nationhood, because men who hold money 
power control nations. “Henry the Fighth’— 
perhaps a little burlesqued—opened a page of 
history for millions on this continent who-never 
open a history book. “The House of Rothschild” 
--perhaps a little romanticized—will teach 
millions who never open a book on monetary 
' science how the gold standard came into being 


| in Britain and how the international money 
power laid its tentacles on Europe. 
| Napoleon, Wellington and Talleyrand strut 


| across the stage in “The House of Rothschild.” 
They were pawns playing trifling games com- 
pared to the deep game Nathan Rothschild 
played in carrying out his father’s teaching. 
Arliss plays the part of both men—the half 
| crazy Nathan and the astute Meyer . Those who 
| remember George Arliss in “Disraeli” are 
| assured by independent critics that “Disraeli” 
is quite eclipsed by the Rothschild picture. 
Meyer Levin, who writes the movie critic- 
isms for “Esquire” and who doesn’t scruple to 
call Arliss’s “Voltaire” cheese, concedes that his 
acting in “The House of Rothschild” is a piece 
of shrewd art. 


Hon. E. N. Rhodes’ assurance a week ago 
{| when he brought in his Budget that Canada 
is now definitely round the corner was comfort- 
ing news. It was news with a familiar ring 
to it. I'd wondered where I'd heard it before. 
By chance I found out. That well-known 
| economist, Roger W. Babson, uttered the same 
truth, save that he said it before Mr. Rhodes. 
| Mr. Babson said it in December, 1931, in an 
| interview in the Seattle Times. He said then: 
“Business has turned the corner, and the worst 
is over.’ That was sixteen months before every 
bank in United States closed its doors and the 
army of the unemployed in that country 
swelled to over twelve millions. Probably 
business turned three other corners afterwards 
| and came back to where it started from after 
| Mr. Babson notified America that the worst 
was over. 


We all say or write silly things at times, 

and I can't hope to be different from my kind,

{ anything so foolish as the Sage of Highland 

Park perpetrated on that occasion. He wasn't 

satisfied with announcing that business had

Work; love; pray; do good, 
and your hearts will be filled with gladness. 
We are now about sixty per cent through 
the depression. Get a better frame of mind.

He capped his exhortation by a statement 
that must have made the angels weep and the 
scoffers turn to scorning. He said: 

“The bankers have begun to 
the Golden Rule.”

Appendicitis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If you are over fifty years of age, you are 
in little danger of developing appendicitis, as 
this is a disease which most often occurs in 
much younger people. The average age is 
about thirty-two, although in many cases the 


attack develops in the early twenties. 

In almost any newspaper 
that you pick up you will find 
an account of a famous per- 
son who has just been rushed 
to the hospital and operated 
upon for appendicitis. Un- 
doubtedly, the present meth- 
od of performing an opera- 
tion for appendicitis 
represents a great advance 
over the earlier methods of 
operating. However, it has 
been my experience that it is 
possible to overcome appendicitis without re- 
sorting to surgery and in today’s article I will 
explain the treatment I have found to be 
successful. 

Appendicitis is present in a chronic form 
before the acute attack occurs, It is preceded 
by constipation and by an irritation or inflam- 
mation of the colon. Due to the slowing up of 
wastes the large intestine becomes inflamed and 
this inflammation may spread to the appendix. 
The best rule to follow in avoiding appendicitis 
is to avoid constipation in any form. 

The symptoms of acute appendicitis are: 
first, pain which sooner or later localizes in the 
lower right side. The side is tender if pressed 
with the fingers, the abdomen is distended, and 
the abdominal muscles are tensed so that 
rigidity or hardness is present. Most attacks 
start with a chill, followed by a rapid rise in 
temperature. The patient has no appetite, the 
breath is bad, and nausea may be marked. 
Occasionally the smallest amount of water will 
be vomited immediately. Food will start stab- 
bing pains and the patient may bring the right 
leg up toward the chest to help ease the dis- 
tressing pain. 

It is very easy to confuse appendicitis with 
several other disorders, When the stomach is 
prolapsed into the lower abdomen and dis- 
tended with food and gas, the symptoms 
brought on may be similar to those of appen- 
dicitis. Gall stones and kidney stones, or pain 
due to an accumulation of gas, together with 
inflammation of the right ovary in women, may 
be mistaken for appendicitis, particularly when 
the patient diagnoses his own case and does not 
ask a doctor what is wrong. 

Appendicitis will often be very serious if 
not given prompt treatment but the cure is 
astonishingly simple if the following methods 
are used. The first thing to do is to give a 
small enema as soon as possible, to clean out 
the lower part of the large intestine. NEVER 
GIVE A LAXATIVE OR CARTHARTIC FOR 
ACUTE APPENDICITIS, Put the patient to 
bed and immediately place him on a fast. Con- 
tinue the fast until all acute symptoms dis- 
appear and do not allow any food of any kind. 
In the beginning it is a good plan to use the 
small, warm enema every two hours. Also, use 
hot applications, either of towels wrung out of 
hot water, or hot water bottle, over the ENTIRE 
abdomen and continue until the abdominal 
muscles relax. 

If the treatment is started in time, very good 
results will be obtained. However, after the 
acute attack is over, the patient must correct 
the constipation and cure the chronic inflamma- 
tion of the colon. In this way, the danger of 
another attack is avoided.

ANSWER: As a general rule, I would not 
advise either of these foods during the time 
that you are trying to overcome sciatica.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1628, a plough 
was first used in Canada. It has 
been generally assumed that the 
user was Guillaume Coulliard, 
son-in-law of Louis Hebert, the 
first farmer in Canada; but Ben- 
jamin Sulte, the Quebec histor- 
ian, asserts that it was Madame 
Hebert who first held the handles 
of a plough as it broke the hard 
soil on her little farm at Quebec. 

She was a real heroine was 
Madame Hebert, Masie Rolet by 
birth. When her husband, the 
apothecary of Paris, abandoned 
his drug shop in 1606 to cross the 
| ocean to Acadia with dePoutrin- 
court. His wife came with him 
and there several of their chil- 
dren were born, When Port Royal 
was destroyed in 1613 the Hebert 
family returned to France and 
Hebert again opened his pharm- 
acy, but when in 1617 he accid- 
entally met Samuel de Champlain 
in a Paris street and was asked to 
| go with him to Quebec, he de- 
| cided, after consultation with his 
| good wife, to again put fortune to 
the test ‘and assist in laying the 
foundation of a new France in 
America. So the whole Hebert 
family, father, mother, two daugh- 
ters and a son came to Quebec 
to become the first farmers in 
this country. Hebert had cul- 
tivated the soil at Port Royal, 
growing the first wheat and vege- 
tables and planting the first fruit 
trees, but it was not until he set- 
tled at Quebec that he made farm- 
ing his chief avocation, In 1627 
Hebert sent orders to France for

BANKS AND POLITICS AND 
TECHNOLOGY 

For years bankers have been 
blaming politicians for the pub- 
| lic’s failure to enjoy the fruits 
of our new machine world. Have 
our politicians fully deserved this 
banker censure? 

Annual meetings of banks have 
been in the habit of sitting down 
in a family circle while their 
| presidents and general managers 
| belabored the politician for his 
| mishandling of public affairs. 
“Legislatures should be reduced’; 
| “budgets should be balanced”; 
expenses must be cut to the 
bone,” ete., etc. 

Politicians have meekly 
accepted this criticism, What 
else could they do? Having passed 
| over to banks the power of handl- 
ing public credit, there was 
nothing politicians could do to 
provide cheap money and credit 
as plentifully as our fast increas- 
ing flow of foods and goods. 

Why should there not be cheap 
public credit, and plenty of it? 
How else can technology func- 
tion? How else can man enjoy 
his new technological heritage? 

Today 98 per cent of the total 
energy used in United States and 
Canada is power and machinery;

When goods were SCARCE 
and wheat was worth $2 a bushel, 
interest charges of 5. 6 and 7 per 
cent were the real worth of bor- 
rowed money. With wheat 70 
cents a bushel and other geods 
and foods equally cheap and 
plentiful, credit in any form 
whatever cannot possibly be paid 


| over 2'2 per cent or possibly 3 
per cent interest, if trade is to 
remain liqu‘d, and if the country 
is to rensin solvent. 


If a man is to enjoy a plenitude 
of goods ihere inust be a comple- 
mentary plenitude of low cost 
credit to distribute them. Bankers 
for their own security must see 
this. 

Why money and CREDIT have 
been so expensive is because 
credit has been used as an 
INSTRUMENT OF PERSONAL 
APPROPRIATION. Credit must 
now be used as a TOOL OF 
TRADE; especially is this true of 
credit for undertakings of gov- 
ernments.

In 1911 Woodrow Wilson summar- | 
ized the cause of the innumerable | 
depressions that had swept the) 
United States with disaster in the 
following statement: 

“The great monopoly of this 
country is the money monopoly. 
So long as that exists our old 
variety and freedom and individ- 
ual energy of development are out 
of the question. The growth of the 
nation and all our activities are 
in the hands of a few men who, 
by reason of their own limit- 
ations, chill, check and destroy 
genuine economic freedom.” 

In 1912 the Pujo committee found 
“the arteries of credit are clogged | 
well nigh to choking by the ob- 
structions created through the con- 
trol of groups who subject business 
to the tribute and the goodwill of a} 
handful of self-constituted trustees 
of the national prosperity. Far more | 
dangerous than all that has happen- 
ed to us in the past in the way of 
elimination of competition in indus- | 
try is the control of credit through 
the domination of these groups over 

our banks and industries.” 

“Louis D, Brandeis, now an asso~- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court} 
of the United States, reviewed this | 
report extensively in his book 
“Other People’s Money,” published 
in 1913. Here's what that distin- 
guish jurist had to say: 

“We must break the money trust 
or the money trust will break us. 
This failure of banker-manage- 
ment is not surprising. The sur- 
prise is that men should have | 
supposed it would succeed, For 
banker management contravenes 
the fundamental laws of human 
limitations; First, that no man 
can serve two masters; second, 
that a man cannot at the same 
time do many things well.” 

“But even this didn’t stop the 
bankers,” said “Gerry” McGeer, 
warming up again, “Despite these 

conclusions the money changers, 
headed in America by a mem- 
ber of one of the great banking 
families of Europe, the late Paul M. | 
Warburg, were successful in per- 
fecting, through the Federal Re- 
serve Act, legislation which gives 
to private bankers the exclusive 
right to monetize public and private 
credit and the monopoly of the 
issue of the nation’s credit medium 
of exchange.

PLIND LEADS AGAINST TRUMP 
MAKES 

Possibly against popular belief, 
trump makes are much more diffi- 
cult to play than no trumps, ‘both 
for the declarer and for the defend- 
ers. There are more chances for the 
declarer to choose wrong method of | 
play than at no trumps. Also there} 
are more chances for the defenders | 
to make bad opening leads than 
there are at no trumps. 

Recent very elaborate investiga- 
tions concerning trump leads proy- 
ed to me how had Jeads in common 
use really are. A business man} 
would be considered a fool if he} 
mismanaged his business so that he 
constantly incurred needless losses, 
running from 16 to 27 per cent, but 
just what bridge players 
have been doing since the game 
commenced. These losses will be 
reduced greatly by adhering to the 
following table of leads whenever 
possible, 


Relative Efficiencies of Blind Leads 

Except from sequences headed by 
ace, lead the highest card. Lead the 
K for A-K with more than 2 cards 
in suit lead the ace from A-K with- 
out lower cards, 

1, Solid suits (A-K, A-K-Q, A-K-)| 
Q-J, without small cards added.) 

2. Suits of any length exceeding 
4 cards when headed by A-K-Q. 

3. Truncated suits (solid sequen- 
ces, K-Q-J, Q-J-10, J-10-9-8) 

4. Sequences of 3 or more cards 
(K-Q-J-X, Q-J-10-9-X, 10-9-8-X), 

5. Sequented honors in long suit 


K-Q-X-X-X, Q-J-X-X-X, J-10-X- 


X-X-X), 

6. Intermediate sequences (10-8- 
7-6-2). 

7. Fouth best leads. 

In case partner has made an op- 
ening bid of no trump, showing 
generally distributed strength, dis- 
regard ordinary rules against open- 
ing suits headed by single honors or 
tenaces (gaps between honors, as 
A-Q, K-J, A-Q-J, A-J-10, ete) and 
lead your longest and strongest 
suit, to weaken the declarer as 
much as possible, by forcing him to 
use his trumps to ruff your strong); 
suits, When partner has bid no 
trumps, and he has been over-| 
called by a suit make, above all 
things he wants to know where you 
are strongest. Never lead short, try- 
ing for a ruff. The original bidder 
of no trumps cannot afford to 
wreck his hand to allow you to ruff. 
He wants to force trumps from the 
declarer to put the hand upon a no 
trump basis, if possible, 


Bad Suits to Open 


The two worst suits to open are 
those headed by tenaces (A-K-Q-J, 
A-J, or others having gaps between 
honors), and suits headed by either 
ace or K without the next lower 
honor. Unless the suit contains 
more than 4 cards, the following 
suits are poor choices from whteh 
to make blind leads: K-Q-19,K-Q, 
Q-J-9, Q-J and J-10. 

You must lead some suit, of 
course. Bad suits to open are de- 
fensive in character, rather than 
offensive, that is why they make 
poor suits to open,

He must not accept golf goods a 
presents or at lower than usual 
prices when such concessions are 
made for advertising purposes; 

He must not play in golf tourna- 
ments to further the inierests of his 
employers if he works for any firm
